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AN  OPEN    LETTER 


Jusl  at  the  lime  of  the  August  folio  I  hastily  inserted  a  brief  note  indicating  some  of  our  plans  and  problems  Here,  m  the  September 
edition  is  a  more  detailed  discussion  of  some  issues  affecting  KPFK, 

On  July  17.  |9h8.  kPFK  reduced  its  staff. 

This  economic  layoff  affected  six  of  the  \9  employees  at  the  station. 

This  economy  move  has  been  under  review  for  some  time  at  Pacifica  and  was  implemented  only  after  all  other  means  of  rediicmg 
expenses  or  increasing  income  were  attempted  and  considered. 

KPFK  has  been  beset  with  problems  in  recent  years  sufficient  to  dishearten  or  turn  off  almost  anyone.  There  have  remained  the 
approximately  9,000  loyal  who  still  have  hope  and  the  faith  that  the  station  can  overcome  these  difficulties  in  favor  of  responsible 
and  meaningful  broadcasting. 

To  each  and  every  one  of  these  individuals  we  ask  patience  and  express  our  gratitude  In  the  inleresi  of  communication  and 
understanding,  I  believe  thai  a  review  might  be  helpful. 

KPFK  grew  from  a  rather  small  and  limited  operation  1959  and  it  did  so  on  the  strength  of  its  programming.  The  community 
responded  to  the  meaningful  quality  broadcasts,  and  both  income  and  subscribers  increased.  With  this  increase  in  revenue  KPFK  grew 
in  number  of  staff  and  overall  operating  expenses  The  objective  here  was  clear  More  competent  people  could  produce  even  more 
quality  programs:  the  station  would  grow  even  more  and.  ideally,  this  sequence  would  continue 

Some  years  ago.  KPFK  became  involved  m  the  sponsorship  of  an  event  which  brought  -  year  by  year  -  increasing  income  to  the 
station.  In  its  most  productive  year  (1966)  it  provided  about  S60.000  for  KPFK.  This  was  potential  disaster  in  the  disguise  of  a 
blessing.  It  meant  that  the  station  got  the  income  equivalent  to  about  5.000  subscribers  without  having  to  mount  a  massive  campaign 
or  increase  any  aspect  of  its  programming  operation  or  services. 

The  budget  reflected  this  expected  income  and  geared  its  expenses  accordingly.  The  ma|or  difficulty,  of  course,  is  that  there  has  been 
no  income  from  this  event  to  KPFK  for  the  past  years.  By  September  1967  the  station  had  accumulated  a  debt  of  approximately  ''O 
thousand  dollars 

Management  and  the  board  atlemplcd  two  steps 

(a)  reduce  as  much  ol  the  opeialnig  cost  as  possible,  and 

(b)  try  to  replace  the  60  thousand  dollars  through  events. 

So  KPFK  became  more  austere  and  it  became  involved  m  staging  bencTits  While  we  were  able  to  reduce  our  rale  of  debt  by  about 
50*;?  (wc  were  only  S3,000  short  per  month  now),  we  were  not  able  to  replace  the  60  thousand  dollars  of  anticpatcd  but  not 
forthcoming  income. 

This  situation  has  necessitated  a  further  reduction  in  expenses  and.  since  general  operating  costs  had  already  been  cut  to  a  minimum, 
the  only  alternative  was  to  reduce  the  number  of  staff- 
Aside  from  the  marguablc  fact  thai  it  is  unpleasant  to  both  the  staff  that  had  to  be  laid  off  and  to  management  (no  manager  prefers 
or  enjoys  having  to  reduce  his  staff    -  rather  the  opposite),  it  is  an  economic  necessity  and  a  "sound"  approach  in  liglil  of  the 
circumstances. 

KPFK  simply  must  reduce  its  operating  costs  to  conform  to  its  income  -  its  real  income  from  the  '>.O0O-phis  subscribers  in  iis 
listening  range.  And  it  must  build  from  THIS  base  in  a  program  related  manner. 

Combined  income  to  KPFK  is  between  5145.000  and  5195.000  (depending  on  the  variability  of  marathons  and  gifts)  There  is  no 
way  to  pay  out  5250,000  in  expenses  without  accruing  a  deficit  of  $50  to  590  thousand  per  year 

The  budget  for  salaries  at  KPFK  amounted  to  $  1 55.000  -  without  buying  the  first  reel  of  tape  or  kilowatt  of  power. 

All  otiici  expenses  come  to  S^'O.OOO  per  year. 

The  economic  cutback  at  KPFK  reduced  by  545.000  our  operating  budget    Even  with  tins  reduction  it  is  no  fiscal  picnic  al  KPFK 

But  our  purpose  and  objectives  are  clear 

Build  the  station  througli  its  programming,  and  don't  spend  what  you  don't  have. 

Wc  believe  that  it  is  our  iesponsibilil>  to  ihc  public  to  make  every  effort  to  protect  KPFK  as  an  inslilution  and  to  be  responsible 
fiscally  for  its  operation 

In  summary 

KPFK  is  determined 

( I )  IliJl  It  will  provide  the  best  possible  programming  within  its  budgetary  limitations; 

( -)  that  It  will  provide  the  most  consisted  and  best  air  sound  within  its  limitations; 

{.^)  (hat  It  will  qualitatively  seek  lo  improve  its  programming  in  a  systematic  fashion; 

(4)  that  It  will  not  make  promises  it  cannot  keep. 

(5)  that  wc  will  become  even  more  involved  with  events  in  ihe  coniniumly  so  ihal 

(6)  KPFK  can  grow  m  its  mcaiimgfulness  to  and  in  this  community,  and  by  those  means 

(7)  increase  its  base  of  support  from  the  community  so  Ihal  it  can  expand  in  a  systematic  and  orderly  fashion 
There  are  no  death  rattles  at  KPFK   Ralhci,  the  opposite  is  true.  We  will  begin  where  we  are.  and  wc  will  grow.

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BARTOK 


Wlien  Bela  Bartok  died  in  1945  his 
music  was  known  only  to  a  few 
musicians,  almost  totally  unheard  by 
the  general  public.  Very  little  had  been 
recorded  or  even  performed  in  this 
country.  The  same  situation  was  true  of 
Arnold  Schoenberg,  who  died  in  1950  - 
and,  had  Stravinsky  had  the  same  fate, 
would  have  been  true  of  him  as  well. 
But  Stravinsky  has  been  fortunate 
enougli  to  live  into  the  age  of  the 
long-playing  record,  and  to  have  super- 
vised the  recording  of  most  of  his  own 
works. 

Now  Schoenberg  is  becoming  quite  well 
known,  thougli  perhaps  not  yet  gener- 
ally accepted.  But  Bartok,  thougli  much 
has  been  recorded,  is  much  less  familiar 
to  us.  And,  at  least  in  my  opinion,  his 
music  is  -  or  should  be  -  of  no  less 
interest  and  influence  than  that  of 
Stravinsky  and  Schoenberg.  For  these 
reasons,  readers  of  this  folio  will  fmd  a 
concentration  of  programs  about 
Bartok,  and  recordings  of  his  music, 
scattered  throughout  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember. It  is  by  no  means  an  exhaustive 
treatment.  I  confess  that  more  of 
Bartok's  music  is  unfamiliar  to  me  that 
otherwise.  And  this  folio  was  put  to- 
gether under  less  than  ideal  conditions. 

So  that,  along  with  most  of  you.  Til  be 
hearing  some  of  this  music  for  the  first 
time.  Which  -  really  -  has  been  part  of 
the  Bartok  problem  all  along.  To  some 
extent  at  least  it  will  be  less  of  a 
problem  now.  All  of  us  will  pay  a  little 
more  attention  to  Bartok  -  and  it's 
about  time!

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Memorandum 

TO:      Members  of  New  York  Board 

FROM:      Frank  Millspaugh 

RE:     Civil  Disorder  and  Program  Policy 

During  the  recent  urban  disturbances  following  the  assassination  of  Dr.  King,  there  arose  among  the  WBAl  staff  a  debate  as  to  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  broadcasting  media  in  times  of  extreme  social  crisis. 

A  hypothetical  instance  will  clarify  the  nature  of  this  debate  and  the  problem  to  which  it  addresses  itself:  Given  a  situation  like  the 
recent  one  in  which  racial  tensions  are  extremely  high  and  the  anger  of  the  Negro  population  is  unsually  exacerbated,  the 
probabilities  for  widespread  violence,  looting,  rioting,  etc.,  are,  of  course,  greatly  increased.  Suppose  that  in  this  context,  a  large 
public  rally  is  held  in  which  a  noted  speaker  makes  remarks  generally  understood  and  agreed  to  be  inflammatory.  Should  WBAI 
broadcast  these  remarks?  And  if  so,  how? 

Under  normal  circumstances,  WBAI  would  broadcast  these  remarks  with  the  same  equanimity  that  it  would  broadcast  any  views 
publicly  expressed  and  relevant  to  an  important  social  issue.  It  would  be  our  assumption  that  our  only  programming  criterion  would 
be  the  relevancy  of  the  speaker's  remarks.  But  now  we  are  talking  about  abnormal  circumstances.  Should  these  alter  our  criterion? 

It  is  my  feeling  that  they  should  not.  I  believe  that  we  should  immediately,  accurately,  and  without  comment  broadcast  these 
remarks,  just  as  we  would  immediately,  accurately,  and  without  comment  broadcast,  say,  an  appeal  from  Norman  Thomas  to  desist 
from  an  act  of  war.  Although  I  think  that  it  would  be  appropriate  for  Pacifica  to  adopt  institutional,  editorial  positions  on  social 
issues  (indeed,  I  think  it  should),  I  think  it  would  be  wrong  for  it  to  force  news  material  to  meet  its  own  moral  or  ideological 
standards. 

However,  I  will  admit  that  the  WBAI  staff  members  who  disagree  with  my  position  do  so  for  excellent  reasons.  They  reason  that 
some  social  values  and  situations  transcend  the  immediacy  value  of  any  specific  news  item.  They  appreciate  the  interactive 
relationship  between  the  communication  of  an  idea  (or  call  to  action)  and  the  increased  possibility  of  its  being  translated  into  action. 
They  understand  that  the  broadcasting  medium  is  not  an  inert  substance  but  has  catalyctic,  often  formative  properties.  They  believe 
that,  as  responsible  citizens,  broadcasters  must  guide  their  professional  actions  against  higlier  social  values,  in  this  instance  the 
preservation  of  social  tranquillity  and  order.  Specifically,  they  would  delay  broadcast  of  an  inflammatory  address  until  tension  is 
sufficiently  reduced  to  eliminate  the  danger  of  contributing  to  the  making  of  a  riot. 

I  understand  and  respect  tliis  line  of  thouglit.  I  think  that  the  people  who  espouse  it  are  reasonable  and  honorable.  However,  I 
disagree  with  them  and  1  reject  their  position.  I  do  so  on  three  bases:  1)  It  constitutes  a  subtle  form  of  manipulation  of  the  news. 
News  managment  is  news  management  whether  it  is  done  in  order  to  accomplish  evil  results,  to  achieve  positive  results,  or  simply,  as 
in  this  case,  to  prevent  an  assumedly  evil  result.  I  think  that  news  management  is,  PER  SE,  more  destructive  of  a  democratic  society 
than  any  positive  result  it  could  achieve  or  any  negative  result  it  can  prevent.  2)  It  compromises  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution.  WBAI  is  dedicated  to  the  realization  of  Freedom  of  Speech,  not  just  SAFE  speech,  but  all  expressions  of  opinion.  I 
know  that  the  First  Amendment  has  been  qualified  by  the  courts  to  the  effect  that  one  may  not  with  impunity  shout  "Fire"  in  a 
crowded  theater,  but  this  qualification  applies  only  when  there  is,  in  fact,  NO  FIRE.  3)  It  is  presumtuous,  in  that  it  makes  a  political 
judgment  and  INFORCES  that  judgment  on  our  listeners.  Succinctly,  it  assumes  that  social  tranquility  and  order  are  transcendent 
values,  and  it  molds  programming  accordingly.  In  fact,  many  people,  myself  included,  feel  that  justice  is  a  value  superior  to  order  and 
that  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  disrupt  order  to  obtain  justice.  The  recent  report  issued  by  the  President's  Committee  on  Civil 
Disorder  even  supported  and  corroborated  the  view  that  rioting  has  been  contributory  to  the  achievement  of  justice  for  urban 
Negroes.  If  so,  then  rioting  should  not  intentionally  inhibit  it,  although  I  would  not  personally  urge  a  WBAI  policy  of  advocating  it. 
In  any  event,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  society  as  a  whole  to  end  the  factors  which  give  rise  to  riots  -  racism,  poverty,  oppression, 
cultural  deprivation,  indifference  -  not  the  responsibility  of  WBAI  to  inhibit  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  victims  directed  against 
those  injustices,  no  matter  how  much  some  of  us  may  desire  some  other  form  of  action. 

My  personal  recommendation  is  that  in  these  matters  our  only  considerations  be  those  of  veracity  and  relevance,  that  no  other 
qualifications  deter  us. 

This  is,  finally,  a  decision  for  the  Board.  However,  I  urge  that  the  Board  seek  the  broadest  possible  counsel  in  reaching  this  decision. 
To  initiate  this,  I  recommend  that  I  and  a  representative  of  the  divergent  view  present  our  positions  in  a  public  forum  to  permit  our 
listeners  to  express  their  views  -  for  moral  questions  are  not  decided  by  plebiscite  -  but  that  their  decision  may  best  be  reached 
informed  by  this  expression  of  public  opinion. 

In  any  event,  it  seems  a  matter  deserving  of  public  debate.  It's  a  matter  which  is  of  critical  and  practical  importance;  an  importance 
which  will  assert  itself  in  increasingly  dramatic  terms  during  the  coming  months.  Let's  be  ready  for  it.
